Kennedy Pleas

SAIGON, SotithjVict Nam (AP) 


—The government of South Viet 
Nam has turned a deaf car to 
President Kennedy's pleas for re- 
forms to rally public support for 
President Ngo Dinh Diem and win 
the war against Communist guer- 
rillas. 


While a government spokesman 


welcomed 
Kennedy's pledge of 


continued U.S. aid in the anti- 
Communist war, he said Tuesday 
the 
President's 
criticism 
of 


Dicm's 
domestic 
policies 
was 


"quite wrong" and "based on in- 
adequate information." 


U.S. 
officials in Washington pri- 


vately voiced disappointment over 
the negative reaction to Kenne- 
dy's plea for reforms. The Saigon 
stand was considered a blow to 
a solution of deteriorating U.S.- 
Vietnamcse relations. 


The American President ap- 


pealed to the Vietnamese govern- 
ment Monday to rally public sup- 
port by changes in policy "and 
perhaps in personnel." 


He apparently had 
in mind 


Diem's brother-adviser Ngo Dinh 
Nhu. Washington believes Nhu 
was responbile for the anti-Budjd- 
hisl crackdown Aug. 21 when mar- 
tial law was imposed in South 
Viet Nam. A Roman Catholic, 
Diem has denied Buddhist charg- 
es of religious discrimination. 


The 
Vietnamese 
government 


spokesman noted that "Kennedy 
said the' United States' should not 
withdraw its support of Viet Nam 
and that is heartening." U.S. mili- 
tary and other aid to Viet Nam 
is running $500 million a year.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) 


—Premier Khrushchev's tour of 
Yugoslavia has convinced many 
herre that Moscow has changed its 
strategy for dominating the Com- 
munist world. 


In every speech, ' Khrushchev 


insistently argued the necessity 
and advantages of economic coop 
eralion among Communist conn 
tries. 


Students of Communist affairs 


believe a primary goal of Khrush- 
chev's visit was to draw Yugoslav- 
ia into closer economic ties with 
the Soviet Union and other coun- 
tries of the Eastern bloc. 


In Stalin's day, Moscow con- 


tolled its satellites and other com- 
munist nation to do so up until 
The situation has greatly changed 
in the past few years. 


Yugoslavia escaped from Mos 


cow's orbit in 1948, the only Com 
munist nation to d oso up until 
Stalin's death. 


Since then, Albania and Asian 


Communist nations led by Red | 
China have adopted independent 
and anti-Soviet lines. Signs of dis- 
obedience also have recently ap- 
peared in Romania. 


Observers now believe Moscow 


is trying to regain control through 
subtle economic means. 


The idea is to dominate Come- 


con, the Communist answer to the 
European Common Market. By 
centralized planning of produc- 
tion, Moscow could impose its 
will and ultimately wreck the eco- 
nomic independence of its mem- 
bers. This idea is behind Roman- 
ia's discontent. It resented being 
assigned to a.largely agricultural 
role in Comecon. 


If one country under Comecon's 


so-called "socialistic division of 
labor" specializes in a certain 
product or line of products, it will 
become fully dependent upon the 
Soviet Union and its neighbors 
for. those items it does not pro- 
duce. Export possibilities to the 
West also would appreciably di- 
minish with the curtailment of 
variety in goods produced. 


The loss of economic independ- 


ence would mean the restoration 
of Moscow's political dominaton 


Khruschev'S speeches n Yugo- 


slavia repeatedly stressed his de- 
sire' for Yugoslavia to join in this 
cooperation. 


Yugoslav Communists made it 


clear they want an observer post 
in both Comecon and the Common 
Market. 


Yugoslav trade is almost equal- 


ly distributed among Weistern, 
Communist and nonaligned coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa. The 
emphasis is on developing further 
trade with new nations and con- 
tinuing the upward trend with 
Western countries.

Many Southern 
Schools Integrate 


MEMPHIS (AP) — City schools 


in this Deep South cotton capital 
have quietly desegregated another 
grade, the fourth. Except for Ne- 
gro pickets at five all-Negro high 
schools, the scholastic year began 
without incident Tuesday. 


Four patrolmen were posted at 


each integrated school while 280 
Negro students attended the first 
day of classes at 14 previously 
all-white or partially desegreated 
schools. 


When desegregation was started 


two years ago, hundreds of police- 
men formed protective c h a i n s 
around the four white schools. 


Despite the picketing, the boy- 


cott attempt against the staggered 
school day program seemed to 
have failed in all but one Negro 
school. 


Negro pickets urged pupils to 


ignore the staggered classroom 
hours and attend school only dur- 
ing usual hours. 


Leaders of the boycott, which is 


sponsored by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, said if it fails they 
will attempt sit-ins at white high 
schools.

Powerful and 
Most Hated

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 


—Ngo Dinh Nhu,, the man behind 
the throne in South Viet Nam(, 
lamented recently that "if any- 
body's oppressed in this country, 
it's the government." 


A month later, Nhu persuaded 


his brother, President Ngo Pinh 
Diem, to declare martial law 
while 
Nhu personally 
ordered 


troops and his own security po- 
lice, to storm pagodas and break 
the. back of a Buddhist opposition 
movement that threatened the 
family regime. 


In the wake of this crackdown 


two weeks ago, Nhu emerged 
as possibly the most powerful — 
and most hated — figure in South 
Viet Nam. He has dominated his 
brother Diem since their youth, 
although Diem at 62 is 10 years 
his senior. 


Nhu likes to tell visitors that he 


Js a much misunderstood man. 
His is a many-faceted personality 
—mild-mannered, soft-spoken and 
tough. 


Discussing the danger of a pos- 


sible attempt to overthrow the 
government, Nhu told a group of 
military leaders last month there 
were only two ways of handling 
a coup—"You smash it like on egg 
before it is hatched or you join

Race Trials 
Started in 
Plaquemine

PLAQUEMINE. La. (API - 


Trials for James Farmer of Chi- 
cago and 15 other Negroes opened 
today in this racially troubled 
Mississippi River town in south- 
ern Louisiana. 


Farmer, national director of the 


Congress of Racial Equality, and 
the others were charged with five 
counts of disturbing the peace as 
a result of Negro demonstrations 
Aug. 19. 


Mayor Charles Schnebelen pre- 


sided at the trial in the small 
courtroom located in the center of 
this town of 7,500 population. 


All six benches in the court- 


room were packed — with both 
white and Negro spectators — 
when the trials got under way. 


The Negroes came up for trial 


one at a time. 


The first two tried were the 


Rev. J.W. Green, a Baptist min- 
ister, and Willie L. Banks Jr., 
both of Plaquemine. 


Schnebelen dismissed 
four of 


the five counts, then 
convicted 


them on the remaining count — 
disturbing the peace by blocking 
the streets and sidewalks. 


He sentenced them to 30 days 


in jail or fines of $100. 


After each conviction, attorneys 


for the Negroes filed notice of ap- 
peal.

"lynch mob made up of law en- 
forcement officers" broke up the 
latest of the Negro demonstrations 
Sunday night.

SAIGON, Viet Nam 
(AP> — A 


young Buddhist monk sought ref- 
uge in the U.S. Embassy today 
Dut was politely told he could 
not be admitted. 


The monk apparently sought ts 


join three other Buddhists, includ- 


ing a lop organizer of the Budi- 
clhist antigovernment movement, 
who were granted asylum in the 
embassy Saturday. 


The latest applicant for asy- 


lum arrived in gray robes on foot 
at the embassy chancery. An em- 
bassy official explained politely, 
"We're just too full.' ' 


The young 
monk 
apparently 


was not pursued by the police, 
and one of the conditions of polit- 
ical asylum is that the refugee 
must be "hotly pursued." 


The latest refugee thanked Ma- 


rine guards and officials anyway, 
made the traditional lotus flower 
salute, and walked away. He was 
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not molested as long as he was 
n sight, and disappeared around 
a corner. 


On Monday, the military gover- 


nor of Saigon, Brig. Gen. Ton 
That 
Dinh, told a press, con- 


ference he intended to demand 
the return of Ih ethree monks in 
refuge at the' embassy. But the 
State Department in Washington 
said it planned to continue giving 
them asylum. 


New friction developed in U.S.- 


South Vietnamese 
relations be- 


cause the three monks were given 
asylum and a government-spon- 
sored newspaper accused the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency of 
plotting to overthrow President 
Ngo Dinh Diem's regime. 


Negroes at 
Memphis 
Picket School 


MEMPHIS (AP)—Negro pickets 


protesting a double shift program 
marched in front of 5 all-Negro 
high schools today as Memphis eif- 
tered its third year of school inte- 
gration on a sharply stepped-up 
basis. 


The pickets, posted by the Na- 


tional Association for the AoVartce- 
ment of Colored People, urged Ne- 
gro pupils to ignore the staggered 
classroom hours and attend school 
only 
1 (during normal hourg — from 


8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
; 


About two dozen pickets turned 


out at one school and school offi- 
cials said "quite a few" pupils 
were absent from early classes. 


Lesser numbers of pickets pa- 


trolled' the other schools where of- 
ficials said most of students were 
on hand for their regular classes. 


The NAACP said it considers 


the staggered - hour program "a 
means of perpetuating racial seg- 
regation." But the city school 
board said the program is neces- 
sary to relieve crowded class- 
rooms. The board said it would 
be extended to a white high school 
next year.

Meanwhile, the cityi opened 14 


previously all - white or pjedoini 
nantly all-white schools to.258 Ne- 
groes, thus extending its gradual 
desegregation plan through the 
first four grades. Three, grades 
previously were integrated.

increase over the 53 Negro chil 
dren who attended; steven inte- 
grated schools last'year/and the 
13 who entered 4-altavhite schools 
in the first year of desegregation. 


The first year of integration was 


carried out under massive police 
guard. By contrast, only four pa- 
trolmen were posted at'each inte- 
grated school today, plus- a rovirij 
patrol car assigned to the genera 
area.
